unable to interview the patient or if the patient does not know the answer to the question

e Datais from 2007 to 2011 and was collected using the old WVEDSS database and it may be difficult to compare with the new WVEDSS

e Missing or unknown or blank viewed as an incomplete response

e Document education provided to the patient
e Document when the patient is lost to follow up
